WILL AWAIT  INFORMATION

The Crulsers are Escorted to Manila
and Under the Rules of War Cannot
Leave until the close of War Unless

They Leave Within a4 Hours.

Washington, June J-=An important
conference wans hold at the White Honse
Iate this afternocon. The participants
besides the president being Secrelary
Morton anl Attorney General Moody
1t rolated to the arrival today at Manils
of the Russian Crulsers Aurora, Oleg
and Jemtehog and ax to what disposi:
tion would be made of them.

It wan determined to await foller In
farmation copoerning the vemsels before
s decision will be reached. All thres
of the crulsers took part in the navel
engagement in the Korean straita @
wook ago. Two of them, the Oleg and
Jomtchug, were supposed to have been
susk by the Japanese fleet, The three
ships are damaged but are able to pro:
csed under their own steam,

Rear Admiral Train, in command of
the United States squadron now sta:
tiomed at Manils, having beard rumors
of aighting Russian warships near the
island of Lugon, made an investigation
with his squadron and discavered the
damaged crulsers making their way into
port. The United Btates vessely, after
exchanging salutes with Admiral Fn-
quist, in command of the Russians, es-
corted the three orulsers to Manila. o
the present circumatances the vessels of
either beligerent may be permitted to
remain at & neutral port only 24 hours,
or if the ships are unseaworthy, only
long enough to enable them to make
necessary repairs in order that they
may reach their nearest port.
What, if any, roquest, Admiral Enguist
may make conoerning the disposition
of the vensels s not known here. He
may sk that they bo interned at Ma
nila until the close of the war,

Buch a request will be granted by this

government. When o complete report
of the arrival of the ships at Manila is
made by Train, it may be determined
by this government that ships may he
interned 04 in the onse of the Lena In-
cldent.  Tnsteuctions cabled Train this
evening to consider what stejis may be
nocensary for him to take in case Ad
miral Enquist requests thit his vessels
be interned. The opinion in officlal elr-
clon Bi, that the eruisers will bo dis.
mantled and held at Manila until the
conclusion of hostilities and the request
for their Internment must come from
the Russian Admiral as soon as he shall
have heard from St Petorsburg.

for 14 days' time in which to repair

ACTION IS INDORSED

Japanese Minister has a Long
Conference with President
Roosevelt.

Believed the Conference had Something
to do With the Presemce of Russisn
Warships at Manila as Bearing wpon
the Peace Situation.

Washington, June 3.—S8hortly after
9 o'vlock Kogore Takahira, the Japanese
minister called at the White House by
appointment. He was immediately re-
peived by the president and a long con-
ference ensued.  Following so closely
upon the visit of Count Cassini, it was
naturally inferred that the president
took ovcasion to communicate to Taka-
hirs his views relative to Bussia’s attf-
tude s communicated by Cassini at the
conference  yesterday,  Whether  the
visit had anything to do with the ap:
pearance of the Russian war ships at
Manilla could not be learned, but it is
generally credited that it has an im-
portant boaring upen peace negotiations
The minister returned from New York
this eveneing.

Diplomatic circles are very active in
the European powers are preparing ac
tively to assist the president in any
effort he may make in the interests of
peace. It is learned on high authority
that the German emperor heartily en:
dorses the wishes of President Roose-
velt for an early ending of the war.
Neither President Roosevelt nor Em
peror William, however, are ambitious
to assume the role of peace-maker ol
though they are anxious to give all pos-
sible assistance to Russin and Japan to
enter upon peace negotiations as soon as
practicable.

New York, June 3.—Charles Malato
who is accused by the French police of
organizing a plot to assassinate King
Alfonso of Spain, and who has been ar-
rested on this charge, is well known in
political and literary circles, cables the
Times corespondent at Paris, the pris-
oner belongs to an ancient and noble
Nepolitan family, His grand fatber,
Count Malato, was commander-jn-chief
of the army of the last king of Naples.
He had the rank of field marshal and
uppressed {he  popular Tnsurrection
against the dymasty with vigor. The
field marshal'’s son, Charle’s father took
the side of the commune in Paris, and
was banished for life to the penal set-
tlement of Newcaledonia, where Charles
was born.
to the condemned anarchists and com-
to the condemned anarchisas and com-
munists Charles and his father, who is
now over 00 years old, came to Paris.
For a time Charles Malato colloborated
with Henri Rochefort, but they disa-
greed on the Dreyfus case, Malato tak-
ing the side of the condemned captain.
Socialist journals have since thea re
ceived his articles, which are considered
remarkable for their polished literary

Dick Meyers, of Skamokawa, a deep
sea diver, says fishing is good now and
all the outfits on the lower river are
making fine catches, the average haul
for the day being from 2700 to 2000
pounds on the Fitzpatrick grounds, and
Chris Henry is taking from 3000 to 3500
pounds, while Thomas Taylor secures
usunlly from 3500 to 4000 pounds, All
of the fishing grounds in the state will
be active in another week, and some
good runs ore expected though the past
two days the weather has not been the
most favorable. No salmon below six
pounds are taken and many of them
weighed seven and eight pounds. It is
reported that Smith & Booth on Coos
Bay are the leaders in the fight to se-
cure the most catches in a day, and as
8 copsequence the price of fish has gone
up on thoss waters from 8 to 10 cents
a pound.

Intercollegiate Conference
Marshal Field Track Meet.

SOME NEW RECORDS MADE

Michigas, Towa, [ilinois, and Other
State Colleges Pasticipated in onme of
the Greatest Events of the eYar amid
Greatest Enthusiasm.

Chicago, June 3.—The intercollegiate
conference track and field meet on the
Marshall Field grounds today not onmly
turned out a brilliant victory for Chi-
cago but set some new records for com-
ference events and added several feet
to the world’s distance throw. Chicago
had 56 points, Michigan 38 and Towa and
Purdue tied for third place with 7 1-2
points. Lightbody of Chicago was the
star of the oceasion. He won the one
mile event easily, incidentally lowering
the conferance record from 4:31 2.5 to
4:25. Then without any apparent ef
fort he clipped 1 2-5 seconds from the
half-mile record. making it in 1:57 2-3.
In the two mile race there was a sen-
sation. Rowe hotly and closely persued
by his schoolmate Stone, and by Lyom
of Chicago, winning out in 9:50. This
tiem is 1 2.5 seconds faster than the
previpus record made by Kellogg of
Michigan two years ago. Glover, Pur-
due and Norris of Illinois, tacked 3-8
inches on Deverakes' record breaking
performances in pole vault, clearing the
bar at 11 feet 9 3-8 inches, Carrells, of
